HOW CONTINUOUS FORM OUTPUT 
IS AUTOMATICALLY CONVERTED 

TO IMPRINTS ON UNIT DOCUMENTS 


Data is outprinted, either vertically or serially, on continuous forms backed up 
with transfer carbon paper to produce a reverse or “mirror” image. Known as transfer 
masters, these forms are prepared at normal operating speeds . . . frequently as a 
co-product of another outprinting operation. Any form, when used in this manner, 
becomes a transfer master. 
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A-M Transfer Printers automatically feed continuous form transfer masters and, in 
most cases, the unit forms to be imprinted. Images are transferred directly from 
the master to unit forms at speeds of 120 or more per minute. Several sets of unit 
forms may be imprinted from a single transfer master. Pin feeding of the 
continuous forms assures accurate placement.

Designed for two-sided post card billing, the unit simulta¬ 
neously addresses one side and imprints billing data on the 
other at speeds of 7,200 units per hour. Front and back 
matching is assured by a common pin feed that forwards 
both transfer masters into printing position.
